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RULES FOR MOURNERS. 


1. During the first seven days, including 
the day of the funeral, the mourner stays at 
home. There usually prayer meetings are 
held and Kaddish is said for the demised. 
This seven-day mourning is known as Shivah. 
During Shivah (except Saturday beginning 
with Friday noon) the mourner must not 
wear shoes, must seat on a low seat, and 
must not do any business or work. When 
the mourners are poor persons compelled to 
work for their daily bread, three days of 
mourning are sufficient. 


2. During the week of Shivah a candle 
or lamp for the deceased is kept burning. 


3. During Shivah friends should visit the 
mourners’ house. 


4. Kaddish—The Kaddish prayer shall be 
recited for departed parents every day at a 
prayer meeting or at the synagogue, during 
eleven months from the day after death. At 
the expiration of the year, Kaddish is to be 
said on the Jahrzeit and repeated at every 
anniversary. 


5. Jahrzeit is always kept on the Hebrew 
date when the death took place. It is 
customary to have a candle burning from the 
eve of the anniversary to the succeeding 
evening, in honor of the departed parents.
